6 Fbrweek: ASKED ABOUT THE 
true state of the provincial debt, 
Premier Bennett resorts to a familiar 
device—he sets up a strawman and 
knocks. it down. 

The newspapers, he in 
latest statement, have accused him of 
falsifying the debt figures. No such 
charge has ever been made in this 
newspaper or, so far as we know, in 
any other. Every figure issued by 
Mr. Bennett has been’ accepted here 
as accurate. The thought that Mr. 
Bennett would distort the figures has 
never occurred to us. 

He knows perfectly well, of 
course, that the accuracy of his fig- 
ures has not been questioned here. 
We have questioned only his interrre- 
tation of those figures. And his in- 
terpretation, by design or. accident, 
must completely confuse and mislead 
the public, which is responsible for 
and must pay the debt. 

‘Mr. Bennett came to office prom- 
ising to pay’ the cost of government 
without borrowing, to hold down ex- 
penditures and reduce taxes. He has 
borrowed new money on a gigantic 
scale, raised the budget to an all- 
time peak and increased taxes sub- 
" stantially 

Yet he says he has drastically 
reduced the debt; indeed that within 
a few years the débt will be com- 
pletely paid off. So it may be, by 
Mr. Bennett’s formula. But this 
formula disguises the true facts 

When he says that the ‘debt 
being reduced Mr. Bennett is refer- 
ring only to the amounts of bor- 
rowed money which he chooses [to 
call the debt. This part of the debt, 
as fixed by Mr..Bennett's convenient 
formula, certainly is being reduced, 
much of the reduction being paid so 
far out of funds accumulated for the 
purpose by a former government 

But the real debt of British Co- 
lumbia the total amount guaran- 
teed by the government and repay- 
able by the people through various 
channels. So far as the people are 
concerned this is the only figure that 
matters. 

Mr. Bennett, however, removes 
the huge borrowings for the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway, for toll 
bridges, for local school costs and 
other purposes and says they are not 
really debt at all. They are merely 
“contingent liabilities” for which the 
Provincial Government will never 
have to provide a dollar. 

It is surely optimistic to assume 
that the Government will never have 
to provide a dollar for the cost of 
building and operating the P.G.E 
Even if that assumption is made 
good, even: supposing that the toll 
bridges pay for themselves in tolls 
and that the local school boards will 
never turn to the Government for 
help, where does Mr. Bennett think 


New Credits 


HE OPENED VICTORIA'S 
summer school last week, deputy 
minister of education Dr. Harold 
Campbell took the opportunity to 
draw attention to degree 
credits which will be the reward of 
successful teacher-students next year.

The ‘public is 
entitled to know this figure ‘because 
the public has underwritten it and 
cannot escape its burden. Yet Mr. 
Bennett fobs off all inquiries by say- 
ing that the debt—the partial amount 
which he chooses to admit—is being 
reduced when he is borrowing nias- 
sively under other headings. 

Obviously disturbed by these per- 
fectly proper inquiries from the pub- 
lic about its own business, Mr. Ben- 
nett re-issued a_ two-year-old. press 
release by the Canadian Institute of 
Chartered Accountants, praising 
British Columbia's methods of book- 
keeping 

But by an appropriate coincidence 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
the final authority on such matters, 
last week issued one of ‘its periodic 
reports on provincial finances, which 
included a statement on British Co- 
lumbia’s debt.

On March 31, 1954—the end of 
the last fiscal year of record—the 
net B.C. debt stood at $280,015,000, 
according to the Bureau of Statistics. 
This is $130,000,000 more than Mr. 
Bennett admitted as debt on Decem- 
ber 31, 1953 Moreover, the debt 
increased by $6.95 per capita in the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1954 
to the figure of $221.18 

How does Mr. Bennett square his 
so-called debt reductions with the 
Bureau of Statistics figures? No 
doubt he will say that the Bureau 
uses a formula different from his. 

Of course it does. So would any 
citizen in his private affairs. So 
would any taxpayer interested in 
knowing what he actually owes in 
total 

As the leader of a party which 
has a horror of debt and has pro- 
mised to avoid it, Mr. Bennett shodld 
be the last man to hide that total 
from the public and smuggle a large 
part of our real obligations into the 
bottom drawer of the treasury.

added materially to its efficiency by 
expert summer instruction in Vic- 
toria, but has not until now been 
given formal university recognition 
for the effort expended. 

By making it possible for teach- 
ers to continue to improve themselves 
in their specialties and, at the same 
time, work toward a degree, the new 
provisions will enhance the status of 
a large number. 

At present a university degree is 

essential to the elementary 
teacher. It however, a material 
asset, enabling its holder to seek 
higher classification and usually to 
enter upper salary brackets because 
it opens the door to high school posts.

To Aid Freedom of Thought 


N EXECUTIVE OF A DISTIN- 

guished American newspaper has 
suggested that publications in his 
country should take advantage of 
the growing literacy rate abroad by 
helping to establish sound and free- 
thinking ‘foreign newspapers. 

The proposal is challenging. In a 
former era several great newspapers 
in highly literate foreign countries 
helped to keep alight the torch of 
freedom. As their home gountries 
fell under dictators, such newspapers 
were suppressed and the torch gut- 
tered low if it-did not go out. 

Mussolini smothered a great Ita- 
lian mouthpiece of freedom. Hitler 
did the same in Germany. Peron 
followéd a like course with ba-Prenza 
in Argentina. 

In three major countries the voice 
of freedom was forcibly muted. But

could be favorable to regeneration. 
And in the fallow fields of former 
under-privileged countries, where the | 
simple skills of reading and writing 
are being learned, there appears to be | 
suitable ground for new seeds of 
liberty of thought. How better could 
they be sown than through sound 
and free-thinking newspapers? How 
better could such newspapers be en- 
couraged than by help from our 
wealthy neighbor? .

For a few seconds you heard in the 
distance’ the buzzing, angry sound of 
large numbers of planes flying in forma- 
tion Then suddenly they were right 
overhead, hurrying purposefully along, at 
an altitude of only a few hundred feet 
At such an altitude, the big bombers and 
fighters, designed to perform at. 40,000 
feet or more, were as much out of theif 
element as an eagle in a duck pond. The 
purpose was obvious. It was to let the 
foreigners present have a good, ‘ong, 
thoughtful look 

The first formation consisted of seven 
very large turbo-jets, the planes first 
glimpsed in ones.and twos over Moscow 
last May. It was the best Western guess 
then that the main purpose of these 
planes was to refuel the Soviet medium 
bomber, the Badger, to give it the range 


to reach the American continent and re- 
turn But no Westerner really knows. 

Then, with a shattering roar, twelve 
Bisons passed overhead. They are tne 
Soviet equivalent of our own B-52s, and 
they are designed to fly from continent 
to continent non-stop and return. Even 
this reporter, who has never been able 
to tell the difference between a Ford 
and a Chevrolet, recognized then in- 
stantly—they Strange, ugly looking 
planes, with their four huge engines 
bunched up close around the pilot’s com- 
partment 

The accepted theory is that the So- 
viet engineers first built the enormous 
gines—believed develop much 
greater power than any American jet en- 
gine—.and then built the planes around 
the engines. As you look at these big, 
strange planes, the theory seems 
plausible. 

Then came 34 Badgers 
Russian answer to our own B-47, and 
they look like little brothers to the 
Bison. After that, this reporter got a 
painful crick in hig neck, and began to 
lose count. But there were well over 
50 all-weather fighters—very big fighters, 
looking a like the Badger—and.a 
similar number of the entirely new day 
fighters called Farmer, which has 
worried the NATO command. They 
looked worth worrying about. 
IMPRESSIVE 

Finally, as a kind of lagniappe came 
the single jet transport, which no West- 
erner had ever seen before. It could 
be used commercially for refuelling. 
We have no plane like it 
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Altogether, it was an impressive per- 
formance No man who saw the 
big planés could conceivably retain the 
comfortable notion that they were “hand- 
made prototypes,” built to bemuse the 
foreigners is perfectly obvious that 
the have simply. done again 
what have done be- 
fore--they have found models which sat- 
isfy their real strategic requirements, in- 
intercontinental bombing, and 
have rushed these models 
into all-out production 

Secretary of Defence Charles Wilson 
is the author of the “handmade proto- 
type theory,’ and also of the theory that 
the Soviet air force is wholly defensive. 
It might have been instructive for Mr. . 
Wilson to have been there in person, to 
watch the dozens of sleek Badgers and 
the huge Bisons thundering overhead

“Piten they say to me that they 
realize there is no place where a 
school teaches how to be a good 
husband or a good wife,"’ said the 
association director, who talks 
about young people with obvious 
enthusiasm and frequent humor.

Expectant parents come to the 
association for classes in maternity 
care, which include preparation for 
natural childbirth if: the mother 
wishes it. Until five years ago it 
was a service strictly for women. 
Now husbands come too 

“Expectant parents want to know 
about themselves and more about 
the babies they expect,”’ Carol 
Janeway, the trained nurse mid- 
wife who instructs. the classes, 
said. ‘When we first started the 
classes with men and women, 
people said the men would be too 
embarrassed to speak up. We have 
found just the opposite. We get 
into things more deeply in discus- 
sions with husbands and wives.” 

The association is financed by 
endowment and contributions and 
also operates a nurse midwife 
training school which has sent 
graduates to half a dozen ‘coun- 
tries Approximately 75 women 
attend afternoon classes each week 
in maternity care, and 75 couples 
attend evening classes 

“Many times it is the man who 
instigates their attendance,”’ Miss 
Janeway said. ‘We make no claim 
to serving a cross section. For 


some reason our people come for 
the most part from above average 
income and educational levels, 
They include very young. couples 
and many who are in their 30's and 
having their first babies."’ 

Only once did the realistic ap- 
proach to parenthood become al 
most too realistic for Miss Jane- 
way. One young coyple sat through 
the first half of an’ evening class, 
the husband with his eye on his 
wristwatch and his arm around hip 
wile , 

They stood up and excused them- 
selves after the first hour. He had 
been timing her labor pains and
